Columbus, O., Jan. IG. — Another 
S-cent railway fare bill has made its 
•Mfeanunoe ia the Ohio legislature. The 
iHMeure was introauced In the senate 
by Senator Marchant oi Fayette couu- 
ty. It provides that mlleoee books 
■hall be placed on sale by all railrp«d 
eompanles, with the proTlilon that 
they c-an be used by any member of a 
firm or family purchasing them. But 
to prevent fraud separate covers are 
vtd be furnished to each member of any 
laeh ftrm or fhmfly, whose names are 
to be furnished at tlio time the pur- 
chase is made, and on the separate 
eoTara Is to be a photograph of the' per- 
son nnmvd on such cover. The aew- 
ure is not a straight S*eent fare bill, 
as it allows the ratlroiifl c«;|ppanies to 
charge 3 cents for singis fa^i^ pickets, 
and also permits the r^iliWl ' com- 
panies to give excursion r^tei on cpe- 
elal occasions, as is now done. ' 

A^Slher bill by Senator Marchaut 
pr^Tsnts telegraph compaoles from 
eWMtf^ double tolls for tho trans- 
mission of messages, where it Is nec- 
essary to have the message transmitted 
a part of the ciistiuici' over the linrs 
of some company other than those of 
th» eompany with wiieh tk< mwwus 
was filed. 

It is stated that a bill will be Intro- 
duced to abolish the state dairy and 
food deB^rt^ient, buyt U Is qot believed 
It will pass, as the fanner members, 
who will oppose It to a ninn, are too 
strong in the legislature. It la claime*! 
the department is too expensive for 
tb* benefits derived by the general 
public from its operations. 

Senator Broreln introduced a bill 
providing for the submission of party 
platforms to (he people at general elec- 
tiOBi. Its purpose is to ascertain the 
will of the voters upon every provision 
of each platform. 

The bill calling for a change in the 
tax Ijsvy for school pnrpOMs was 
passed by a unanimous vote. 

House Proceptlliigs. 

The house of representatives adopt- 
ed the joint resolution providing for 
the printing of a new edition of Howe's 
Historical Collection. The resolution 
as adopted provides for the printing 
of 8,300 sets of the history, 75 to go to 
each member of the general assembly, 
A certain number to the state library 
for exchange, and the remainder to be 
sold by the secretary of state at {2 
per set 

By a standing vote, the house adopt- 
ed a resolution presented by Mr. Price 
of Athens, formally expressing regret 
for the death of ex-Senator Charles 
Townsend of that county. 

Ropresentative Magee ot Ottawa has 
a bill the provisions of which are of 
special interest to fruit growers. It 
provides for a state board of horticul- 
ture, which win be given power to em- 
ploy an entomologist at a salary of 
fl,200 a year, and such laborers and 
assistants as may be needed. The 
entomologist employed by the board 
is given authority to enter and exam- 
ine orchards and nurseries, and to de- 
stroy trees affected by the San Jose 
scale without compen.satloB to OWaW 
or liability ot damage. 

Other bills wort lA^^uoed as fol- 
lows: Rxtending tho provisions of the 
excise tax law, now in force against 
telegraph, telephone and express com- 
panies, to mercantile agencies, asking 
to oonpal the'latter to pay taxes oa 
gross receipts; creating a commission 
to evolve a salary list for county offi- 
cers of the 88 counties; authorizing the 
gpvecQQr to appoint a commission ot 
Itf'io bulM a governor's mansion on 
the grov^da of the Ohio State univer- 
sity at & OOSt of ^50,000; requiring 
counpils and comulMloaws to compel 
■tiaal and tstsrarban railways to pay 
««i»;46dnii orm^ooai of Improving 
plkta. road* and avenues. ~

representing the Metal Polishers and 
Buffers' union, the only one in the 
council whosa members have to com 
pete with women laborers. They called 
on the manufacturers and demanded 
that no more women be employed. One 
raaioii for tha war against woman 
labor is the protection of the health 
of woman.

Canal Assured. 
Washington, Jan. 16. — Construction 
of the Nicaragua canal is to ba Insisted 
upon in both houses of congress, with* 
out regard to the commission recently 
appointed by the president to consider 
the feasibility of the various routes. 
Tha house committee has already 
agreed to report the Hepburn canal 
bill, and the senate committee on in- 
teroceanlc canals, of which Mr. Morgan 
is chairman, agreed with practical 
unanimity upon the sama course. It 
Is expected that the decision to report 
the bill will be repdrted shortly. ^

been in use tor 68 years, and la old 
stage oach days was the most famous 
landmar>{ along the national pike. The 
old st.Mclure will be replaced as soon 
as posslDle with a new "Y" bridge of 
iron or stone. 



Baukers Assi;;n. 
Boston, Jan. 16.— The firm of H. C 
Wainwright ft Company, bankers and 
brokers, have made an aslgnnieiit. No 
statement of a.ssets and liabilities is 
ava'lal le. The firm has been carrying 
a heavy load of United States mining 
stock, on which they were unable to 
realize. Wainwright & Company have 
been in business for a great many 
years, and is a mambac of both tha 
New York and Boston Stock Ex- 
changes.

Washipston. Jan. 16.— With tba 

opening of the session of the senate 
Mr. Cuilom (Ills.) presented a petitiou 
signed by 8,200 colored parsons, asking 
for such legislation a? will protect col- 
ored men of this country from the 
"barbarous prsctlce of lynching and 
burning." Mr. Cullom asked that the 
petition be referred to the committee 
on judiciary, although ha said it might 
be desirable to refer it to the commit- 
tee on privileges and elections. 

Mr. Hoar, chairman of the Judiciary 
committee, said ha believed every sen- 
ator would be glad to have such meas- 
ures adopted as would suppres.^ this 
wrong doing and enable the ofllci ils 
to enforce the law. The senate, ho 
thought, would disagree to that H? 
directed attention to the fact that the 
state laws take cognizance of crimes 
referred to in the petition. By what 
constitutional method the United 
States could take action in this ques- 
tion Is a difflcnlt query. 

Mr. Chandler, chairraaa of tha com- 
mittee on privileges aad alootions, 
thought it desirable to be perfectly 
frank. "There Is no power In con- 
gress." said he, "to prevent or to pun- 
ish crinu-p committed in the various 
states. If the states do not punish 
crimes for the punishment for which 
they have enacted laws, no federal 
law can take the placo of useless state 
laws. ' 

The session went into executive ses- 
sion on motion of Senator Davis, 
chairman of the committee on foreign 
If latlons, who was at the time address- 
ini; the pen;ite oa the various resolu- 
tions and amendments relating to the 
Philippine archipelago. The Minne- 
sota senator made the point of order 
against the amendment calling for the 
instructions to the peace commission- 
ers at Paris. This was overruled, and 
Senator Davis, who was the chairman 
of the peace commission, began speak- 
ing. He finally said he was much em- 
barrassed In speaking of the subject 
in open session and moved that the 
doors be closad. aad tha aanata agreed 
to the niotiea. 

After 10 minutes spent 'n executive 
session the senate resumed open ses- 
sion. Mr. Davis moved to lay Mr. Pet- 
tigrew's amendment to Mr. Hoar's 
resolution, calling for the Instructiouij 
to the peace commission, on the table. 
The motion prevailed, 41 to 20. 

Mr. Oallinger (N. H.). chairman of 
the committee on pensions, reported a 
bill repealing: section 4116, Revised 
Statutes, so far as it may be applicable 
to tha claims of dependent parents of 
soldiers, sailors or marines who served 
in the United States In the war with 
Spain. The bill was passed. 

Mr. Wellington (Md.) Introduced a 
Joint resolution declaring tha purpose 
of the United States toward the Phil- 
ippine islands, and gave notice that he 
would addie»:s the senata oa tha raso* 
lutlon next Thursday. 

In the House. 
Washington, Jan. 16.— Immediately 
after tba reading of the jouraal the 
hotiaa went into committee of tha 
whole and took up the consldeffatioa 
of the urgent deficiency appropriation 
bill. It was agreed that general debate 
oa the bill should continue Chroughout 
tha day. aad Wodaaaday the bin 
SllMld ba nad for aaMndment. under 
the 6-minute rule. Mr. ^anon. chair- 
man of the appropriations eommlttas, 
opened the debate with a general ex- 
planation of tha Items in the bin. Mr. 
Cannon was asked by Mr. Loud (Cal.) 
about the item of $150,000 for rural 
free delivery, and replied that it bad 
been found that $300,000 had been ap- 
propriated for the present fiscal year. 
That money had been largely expend- 
ed, and unless this appropriation was 
made maeh of the serriee now la oper- 
ation would have to be discontinued. 

Mr. Cannon frankly confessed that 
the manner of the expenditure ot this 
money did not meet his approval. He 
betlavad k the dnty ot tt«f •laeutlve 
to cut the garment accordiac to the 
legislative appropriation.

London, Jan. 16.— 1'tae complete ab- 
sence of news from Natal up to this 
hour proves that the censorship will 
allow nothing tO pass until General 
Buller's plans are executed or have 
failed. Even General Roberts, in his 
report of Monday, refr.iine l from men- 
l oning a word about Natal or General 
Buller. 

From the other columns there is lit- 
tle news of moment. Modder river ad- 

vlce.i only reported daily long range 
shelling, from which the Bosrs are 
supposed to have sutterad severely. A 
dispatch from Sterkstroom, dated Jan. 
15, reports that General Oatacre's 
troops had made a demonstration be- 
yond Molteno, In the direction of 
Stormberg, in the belief that tha Boers 
intended to seize Moltena The 
Burghers were not sighted and the 
British remained at Molteno. Arrivals 
from Stormberg estimate that there 
are 4.600 Boers at that place, mostly 
revolted colonists and Free Staters. 
President Steyn's brother Is the land- 
rost. General French continnes to 
shell the Boer positions, but nothing 
decisive has taken place. 

Iloci" Charge Hcpulsed. 
Rensburg, Cape Colony, Jan. 15.-- 
(Delayed.)— The Boers attempted to 

rush a hill held by a company of the 
Yorkshires and th" New Zcalandtis 
but they were repulsed at the point ijf 
the bayonet. The Boers bad 21 men 
killed and about 60 wounded. 



Byaum's Komtnatlnn. 

Washington, Jan. 16.— The s'^nate 
committee on finance again had un- 
der consideration the nomination Of 
Hon. W. D. Bynum to be general ap- 
pratver of merchandise at New York. 
The Democratic members of the com- 
mittee coiilii.ued their opposition I'l 
the nomination, contending that Mr. 
Bynum is not a Democrat, and that 
his nomination as such is an evasion 
of law. After a general exchange of 
opinion, It was decided that the Demo- 
crats should have time to adduce proof 
ot Mr. Bynum's Republicanism. 

Retail Grocers. 
Cleveland. Jan. 16.— The third an- 
nual convention of the National Asso- 
clatloa of Retail Grocers of the United 
States met here with a lar^c attend- 
ance. Mayor Farley and others made 
welcoming addresses to the delegates 
and President Scherer of the associa 
tlon responded. Aftt r the reports of 
various committees had been received 
President Scherer had read his annual 
address. "Trade, Press and Grocer" 
was the title of an interesting paper 
read by Artemua Ward of New York. 

Dried Kruit Men Unite. 

San Jose. Jan. 16— The marketing 
of the dried fruit crop of California 
has been practically placed under the 
management of an association of grow- 
ers. This has been effected througii 
the oi'gani;;ati()ii of drii'd fruit men 
under the name of the California Fruit 
Growers' association. The association 
will start with a membership tiiat will 
control fully 75 per cent ot tiie dried 
prune crop, and inside of a month it 
expects to have control of the entire 
output ot the state.

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 16.— The contest 

boards reconvened at 9 o'clock. After 
some preliminaries the examination 
of witnesses was resumed. Judge Fon- 
taine Fox was the first witness of the 
day. Mr. Kohn asked him regarding 
Incendiary publlcutlon.s in anti-Goebel 
newspapers prior to the election. Col- 
onel Breckinridge objected on the 
ground that the newspapers them- 
selves would be the only competent 
evidence on this point. 'I'lie objection 
was sustained.

He identified 
the papers filed In all the injunction 
suits on election day in his office. 

Mayor Weaver of Louisville testified 
that owing to Incendiary speeches and 
publications In the newspapers there 
was a feeling of imrest, but not such, 
lie thought, as required the military. 
The local authorities he regarded as 
amply equal to the occasion. 

H. P. McDonald of Ix)uisvlllc testi- 
fied to the entry of anti-Goebel Inspec- 
tors inside the polling booths by a 
mandatory order from Judge Toney to 
the other election officers, and also 
tliat Republican election ofllcers 
threatened him with arrest by federal 
marshals for challenging negro votea. 
He served as a Democratic election 
officer. The committees adjourned un- 
til Wcrln^'s iay afternoon. 

The court of appeals rendered a de- 
cision nullifying Governor Taylor's ap- 
pointments of W. H. Mackey and A.

While this was In progress her 
daughter, 19. worn out by exhaustion, 
lay down to rest, but her eyes had 
scarcely closed before she sprang up 
and peremptorily insisted that her 
mother's liody bo returned to the bed. 
She remarked that her mother had 
called to her in her sleep, saying - 
"May, don't let them bury me alive. " 
Nearly eight hours passed, when Mrs. 
Crosby slowly opened her eyes. Bho 
is now considered lit • fhlr irfty af re- 
covery.

Conrt of .Appeals Say* Gevensr las lit 

Ri^ht to Fill N ai'iincie!* on Board 
sf Electiol CoBBisaieaers. 

PBAMKroRT, Ky., Jan. 10.— The Court 
of Appeal!, bv a vote of four to three, 
reinstated the injunction granted by 
Judge Cantrill, against Mwan. Ooobran 
•nd M aekojr, Gov. Tftylor'a appolntaM, 
on the gioaad that the office of Election 
Commissioner is not an elective office. 

After citing the fact that the board 
was oonatitnttd ieeoidiBg to lav, th« 
court said the vital (]ue8tion was, Bm tbt 
Governor the right to appoint ? 

That such a right was conferred on the 
( rovemor is tht oootaatioii of datondants. 
Section 152 waa than qnoted, and the 
court holds that it fails to eay who shall 
make these appointments. The case of 
(shelly vs. McCullough waa cited. 

Tba dedaion oontinaaa and aaya the 
right of the Governor extends only to 
the appointive part of oflice till a succeed 
ing election. The court holda that the 
aection does not toaeh or nffoet the quea 
tion of filling vaeaneias in appointivo of- 
flcea, and is wholly irrelevant to tho is- 
sue herein involved. 

Section 76 appliea to the Governor'a 
duty to grant a tibmmiaaioD, and cannot 
apply to vacancies in office for the filling 
of w hich no provision is made in the Con 
stitution, and it does not apply to the 
offloaa in qoostion. 

The only other proviaion la 152, which 
does not aff»ct cflices which are not elec- 
tive, and these oflices are not eh ctire. 

Judges Uazelrigg, Hobson, Payuter and 
White agreed, while adiaaenttng opinloo, 
concurred in by Judges DuRelle, Barn' 
ham and (iufl'v, was handed down.

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 14.— Ex-Con- 
CrcsgmaB David J. Colson shot aad 
killed Btbelbert Scott, Charles Juli-in 
and IjUtb«r Deq)are«, and slightly 
wounded Golden, in ibo lobby of the 
Capitol hotel here. The killing was 
the result of a renewal of a feud be- 
tween Colion and Scott, whloh grtw 
up between them while In thi army 
last year. Demaree, Julian and Golden 
were bystanders, and were shot by ac- 
cidoQt It developed that Colson was 
■hot in th« arm, bnt not aerioualy hnrt 
Harry McBwen of LouiBville was also 
■truck by a stray bullet. After the 
shooting Colron ran to the rpsidencf 
ot Chlf f of Police WUii<UQ9 nearby and 
gav^ birnssU np. Later a frarrant was 
■worn out by Clint Fogg, who wit- 
nessed the killing. Fogg says Colson 
shot first. 

The lobby of the hotel was densely 
packed with people, who are here at- 
tending the trial of the contests before 
the legislature. Colonel Colson is in 
a high nervous state over the excite- 
ment attending the tragedy, and as he 
has nerer fully recovered from a stroke 
of paralysis sustained last year, his 
friends are greatly conccrueil over his 
condition. 

Persons who were in the hotel when 
the tragedy occurred say tully tO shots 
were flred. Srott was a nephew of ex 
Governor Bradley. Demaree was as 
slstant postmaster at ShelbyTille and 
a prominent Bepublican politician. 

Julian was a wealthy fanner ot this 
county. Examination revealed tlia fao ; 
that Soott was shot six times.
